Such is the tremendous total of the 


subscriptions opened at the treasury 
partmeot today, in accordance with the 
terms of -tue call issued a month ago in- 
viting proposals 
for $100,000,000 of 


United 8,ates 4 per cent bonds, to run 
for thirty years from February 1, 1896. 
These figures do not include about $120,- 
000,000 of "crauk" bids rejected as bo- 
RUE. 


Tbe immense offerings astounded ex- 


perts. The bids literally swamped tbe 
treasury department, which 
was so 


taken by surprise that at G o'clock to- 
night, although extra clerks bad been 
hurriedly drafted, tho work of tabulating 
tlie bids was etill in progrens and it was 
impossible to tell with delinitenees how 
maiiy bids aud what aggregate had been 
received at fijjiir«s iu advance of the up- 
set price of $110.08?,;, at which a syndi- 
cate eompoBCd of J. r. Morgan & Com- 
B*ny, Harvey Fisk it Company anil the 


eutsbhe l>ank of Merlin offered to take 


the whole loan. Tbe bids ranged from 
par up to a uinylo $50 bid at $150. It is 
impossible, therefore, to eay at thia time 
how the awards will bo made. 


Treasury ollicials regard tlie loan aa a 


complete success, both as to tbe popular 
subscription fuaturu ami the prices ob- 
tained, Bida came from several thou- 
sand individuals aud from hundreds of 
national banks aud other banking insti- 
tutions. Nearly all the leading New 
York bankers and big insurance com- 
panies wero represented in the list of 
bidders, but with few exceptions they 
were out-maneuvered by the Morgan 
syndicate. 


Oiviiiu to the confusion caused by the 


magnitude of offering und tbe conse- 
quent delay in classifying aud scheduling 
the bids, any authoritative statement of 
tbe policy that will be pursued cannot 
be mailu at tins time. As the bulk of 
the offerings were bulow tbe Morgan 
Jigures it is believed that the bid of the 
syndicate headed by the great New 
York banker will be accepted for at least 
$50,000,000 and possibly more. In any 
event, no bid below the syndicate rate 
of $110.08% will be accepted,UB that rate 
covers the entire loan. It is understood 
tbat Mr. Morgan will procure a part of 
the gold from abroad aud will not need 
to deplete tho treasury to furnish any 
part of tbe gold called for under hia bid. 


There was a vast number of bids for 


figures fractionally rising $1.10, but uu- 
der tlio Morgan figure, and for amounts 
aggregating uuliicient to take up tbe en- 
tire loan. Among them wore the offer- 
ings of tbe Stewart anil McOall syndi- 
cates, including the big insurance,bank- 
ing and trust companies of New York 
city, which etood ready to tube huge 
blocks of bonds at figures in excess of 
prices named a week ago aa high mark 
(or long lota. 
Secretary Carlisle was greatly pleased 


at the success of the bond offerings. He 
eaid no definite statement could be made 
ae yet concerning tbe awards to BUCCCSB- 
Jul bidders. Tho secretary eaid that it 
would probably be three or four days 
yet before tlm bids could be verified, 
scheduled and classified, and until that 
time lie could, give no definite informa- 
tion aB to how low bide would be ac- 
cepted. Ho had the impression, how- 
ever, from hearing the names and the 
amounts read, that it would be neces- 
sary, in all probability, to accept some 
bids at a rate slightly lower than $111, 
but bow many or in what amount he 
could not now tell. 


AH the last bids were boinp read the 


eecrotary waa shown a telegram just 
then received by 0110 of the New York 
bankers present, Buying that thu bondi 
were being quoted on the stock exchange 
at $l.lti. The great SUC.CGBS of the issue 
lie thought, would have a very benefi- 
cial effect upon the financial and com- 
mercial interests of tbe whole country 
and he looked forward to a year o 
marked business improvement.

It would be 
mpossible with an ordinary telegraphic 
• typographic facilities to give a com- 
lete list of all bids, and eave as a mat- 
er-iof history, no importance attaches 
ow'to any bids naming below $110.08%. 
rom the Hat of bidders at and above 
jat figure the successful bidders un- 
oubtedly will come.

WASHINGTON, February 5.—The diplo- 


matic and consular appropriation bill 
was reported in the senate and placed 
on the calendar. Thu only important

Mr. Vest severely criticised the prac- 


tice of furnishing costly flowers from 
government green houses for the recep- 
tions at the executive mansion, and ad- 
ded: "Sir, I would rather give twice 
tlie amount of this appropriation to as- 
sist tiouie poor man in u distant county 
of the west who is fighting thu hard 
battle of life; T would rather give him 
aoinethinii that would make his cheer- 
less home comfortable und bring light 
to his fireside; I would rather put one 
.lower in the aiek room of u noblo work- 
ing girl and matron than to hava it said 
that I bad voted a hunderd and odd 
thousand dollars for thu flowers to go to 
the banquets of ollicials of this govern- 
ment where tho chandelier Hashes its 
light across the red wine and the air ia 
fragrant with perfume like the epiuy 
breeze of Araby tbe blessed." 


"Tlm Democratic party lias been nioftt 


unfortunate," said the Senator emphat- 
ically, "not onlv as to its international 
discards, but also in tbe fact that the 
devil has owed us a grudge, and has 
paid it iu ft secretary of agriculture. 


"The secretary had," continued Mr.

All agree that the soil is aa fertile aa 
ny in thu world, and tlMjhind is as level 


a floor. Nature did a good job, but 


eglected to supply water for irrigation.

atur still follows the pleasant mean- 
cringe of that romantic river, and the 
eat Bide plains are high and dry. 
Tlie plucky [armor already mentioned 
ailed several yeara for water to come,, 
nd it came not. Finally lie concluded 


bore a well. 1 Ie bored about 200 feet, 


nd attempted to pump, but no water 
a ponded. 
An examination showed 


iat a thick, tough clay had stopped the 
>imiim in the bottom of the pipe and 
id prevented tlie water from rising, 
e spent time and money, aud llnally 
s patience gave out, but not a cup of 
ater could tlio pump bring un. He 
uld not get rid of the clay. He milled 
> the pump and discharged the well- 
irer, and was tempted to give up the 
;ht, and leave. 
But ho was pluoky, and the six or 
ven years of labor given to the farm 
aa not so easy to throw away. Ho he 
ecided he would dig a well. 
Ills wife was as determined as- ho, and 
iey Bet to work with a will. A etout 
indlasB for ruiamu tho dirt was built, 
nd Mr. Hanson manipuluted tli« spade 
id shovel while hia wife handled the 
indlaas, and foot by foot tlie'Wi'll went 
own. Heavy redwood timbers were 
rought from San ITrumtieco und the 
ell waa substantially walled an it went 
own, thus preventing a cave-in. Mrs.

[tut while- at Mr. ILanaen's he stig- 


^flled that if tho well were dug deeper 
u better quality of water might bu 
upped. Acting on his advice, Mr. 
lariHeo went down to dig deeper. He 
1 nd duff but a couple of feet when an 
imiaual thing happened. Instead o! 
,ho bottom of the well dropping out, it 
jhot npwaid ten feet. Tho clay was 
orced up through the well, and Mr 
hmeen went up with it. It took place 
n an instant. It explained why the 
welt which had been bored refused to 
urniah water. The clay waa forced up 
uto the pipe, plugging it BO that no 
water could enter. 


Mr. Hansen dug the well to its for 


ner depth, and decided to let wel 
enough alone. He did not try to sink i 
deeper. 
The matter ia worthy of investigation, 


The clay was not forced upward bj 
chance. Something forced it up. Whal 
was it? 
One of the most reasonable preeump 


tiona ia that there is a stratum of artesian 
water under the clay, and that the wa 
tcr ia responsible for the phenomenon 
If such ie tho caae, a well bored thrnugl 
tbe clay would tap thu water. The re 
suit would be of the greatest import 
ance. It would fiirninh water where i 
ia badly needed. 
ft would irrigat 


lands, perhaps on a largo ecale. ThoE 
who have financial interests on th 
West Sitlo should loeu no time in borin 
a well. Tho cost would bo trifling con 
pared with the benefit. 


The Boil 150 feet thick is the washing 


from the Const range spread over th 
clay. Thia clay no doubt rests on othe 
and older formations beneath ; and un 
derneath all is the bedrock. The whol 
valley ia the ancient bed of a lake o 
aca. It has been filed to its preaen 
level by sediment and ailt from Bur 
rounding mountains. In some partn o 
the valley the bedrock IB near the flur 
face. In other places it lies very deep 
No ono knows how deep it is at th 
place where the well was dug; but 
there ia artesian water it will be foun 
between that stratum of clay and tb 
bed rock.

organisations. The enormous aggregat 
of the bids furnishes absolutely conclu 
nive proof that every dollar of the bond 
issued by the Cleveland administration 
might have been sold lo citizens of this 
country at rates far more favorable to 
the government than those at which 
they were sold, and the country spared 
the disgrace that unavoidably attaches 
to a transaction involving favoritism 
and an illegitimate profit of millions of 
dollars to the beneficiaries of an under- 
ground transaction.

THE FREEZE IN FLORIDA. 


A. J. Pillsbury of the Tulare Kcgisla 


has been making a tour of the Southern 
States, and among the many interesting 
observations which he has recorded is 
the following in regard to tho disaster 
which has befallen the orange orchards 
of tbat BtaU: 


Few spectacles are more pathetic than 


the ruined orange orchards of Florida. 
Beading of the ereat disaster of a year 
ago does not give one an adequate idea 
of the extent and thoroughness of the 
calamity.

It was not forty degrees below 
zero, but it was sufficient. Only a few 
orchards in a few fortunate localities 
eecaped the withering blast. 
. The writer goes on to Bay that Califor- 
nia growers should not become poesessec 
of the idea tbat Florida, will go out o 
the business because of the unqualified 
misfortune which has befallen tbe Indus 
try, lor while the trees have all been 
killed down to the ground they are 
•pronting from tbe roots, and within a 
period of three or four yean will again 
be producing oranges in considerable 
quantities.

there cab be no doubt that orange grow 
taghaa received a backset in Florida from 
which it will not fully recover for many 
jwr j, if it ever does. The orange grow 
•n of California can well understand 
what their feelings and probable action 
would be if tbeir trees had been partial! 
or wholly destroyed by freezing weathe 
twice within •' decade. That many o 
them would either abandon the indni 
try entirely or Hek a location where i 
could be prosecuted with more safety ii 
evident. 


Hence it may be safely concluded tba 


the orange output ol Florida will be 
long while in reaching the old mark o 
IK palmy period, and that in the mean 
time California hai an exceptional op- 
portunity to establisb heraelf as th 
leading citrus fruit producing section o 
the western hemisphere. 


It ia equally apparent tbat those sec 


lions of the state, among which Fresn 
county stands pre-eminently in tb 
front rank, which can show the bes 
record of exemption fronf damage tc 
citrus fruit by frost while it is ripenin 
in the orchard, will be able to attrac 
that special attention which their nal 
nral adaptability to the profitable cnl 
turn warrants them in receiving. Th 
fact tbat prominent Florida 
orang 


growers are now in the state seeking a 
new locution fully justifies the abov 
conclusion, and It only remains lor tli 


oil famed sections to make their ad- 
antagee known lu order to secure the 
jovelopment to which their natural »• 
oorces in thin particular entitle them. 
Fresno county cannot too soon or too 


actively engage in spreading abroad the 
nformation that this rounly has a vast 
area ol tho finest citrus lauds, located in 
a practically Iroetloss hull, anil held at 
prices from 60 to 75 ]>or cent below the 
cost ol lands in tho older orange grow- 
ing districts of the stale.

It appears, according to the opinion 


of no leea a person than the city attor- 
ney, that tbe saloon business in Fresno 
may be run "wide open." Tho propri- 
etor of such a place may sell liquor to 
those so young that they are compelled, 
figuratively speaking, to drink it from 
nursing bottles; he may convert his 
establishment into a kindergarten for 
masculine or feminine prostitution; he 
may make it notoriously vile, and after 
he has done all this, be may turn to the 
city trustees and ask, "What are you 
going to do about it?" and the trustees 
may twiddle their thumbs for answer. 
So says the city attorney, and he has a 
speaking acquaintance with the law. 
The trustees have made a contract witb 
this baseiellow (saya the attorney),and 
he niayntfil hie part of it in such man- 
ner as pleases him, or he need not fulfil 
it at all; in any event the trustees can 
do nothing about it. 
I have no apeukiue acquaintance with 


the law, but I have been taught to be- 
lieve that it a V.I common sense are on 
terms of ordinal? friendship, and so I 
much, doubt (in bumble, layman's way) 
if the opinion is sound. If there were 
not a valid saloon license in the city of 
Fresno, I c'an but believe that under 
their powers as conservators of the pub- 
lic welfare, the trustees would have au- 
thority to close any place that notori- 
ously was devoted to evil and criminal 
purposes, 'However, thia is merely a 
layman's opinion, and doubtless it 
should not for a moment be considered 
against that of a real, live city attorney. 
Taking it for granted, then, that such 


is the case, I wish, with all respect, to 
ask a question of City Attorney Moul- 
trie. The RBl'tniLicAN reports you, Mr. 
Maul trie, as saying that "there is some 
question aa to the legality of collecting 
city liquor licensee at all." 
It says, 


further, that you stated that "the re- 
port of the* committee had been made 
without hia (your) advice, and the ques- 
tion was one that he (you) had known 
of, but had hoped would not arise." 
Yon said, further, that an attempt to 
close Edwards' saloon would bring the 
citv into disastrous litigation. You, Mr. 
Moultrie, are the legal adviser of the 
trustees, and I take it that it is your 
duty to see that the ordinances of the 
city are valid and euforceble. Permit 
me to aak, then: 


As you believed that the saloon ordi- 


nance was invalid, why did you not no- 
tify the trustees and take steps to have 
a valid ordinance enacted? 
I presume that you will not consider 


this question impertinent. You knew 
that in the validity of aaaloon ordinance 
was involved the linance of this city to 
the extent of thousands of dollars anuu- 
ally. Did you' think that a matter of 
such financial importance should rest 
upon a broken reed o( an ordinance? 
[f not, why did you maintain oiiicial 
silence concerning an ordinance that 
you believed to be invalid? 


You knew more than, this, Mr. Moul- 
trie. You knew (or believed) that until 
a valid ordinance should be enacted this 
city would be powerless to protect it- 
eeU, through its trustees, againat any 
scoundrel who might choose to .convert 
a saloon into a vilest den of infamy. 
You knew that eucti a case as this of 
Edwards might arise at anytime, when, 
in your opinion, the city could do noth- 
ing. Did you think this waa a nice 
state of attain to continue, that you 
'ere silent and merely "hoped" such a 


case "wouldnotarise?" Are you in tho 
habit ot restinc in tho awcot hope that 


•nd a half of rotftl It mm! curioue, 
dowii't it? Nevertheless, it In a (act 
that the roadit iu tbe vicinity of Fresno 
not only ore not tiood, but they (or 
many of them) are decidedly bad. And

Louttit and others had a (survey 
made, and they learned that it would 
not coat a great sum to utilize natural 
waterways from Stockton to Fresno, 
using Tulare lake and other natural 
todies of water nearly all the way to 
JVuBiio. Tho expenditure of $150,000 
would place the upper San Joaquin in 
order for tbe enterprise, the total coet 
of which engineers Bay would not ex- 
ceed $1,225,000. The taxable property 
along the proposed route exceeds $100,- 
JOOiOOO, being in Sau. Joaquin, StaniB- 
aua, Merced, Madern, Fresno, Tulare, 
ICings aud Kern counties. Such a canal 
would greatly add to Stockton's import- 
ance, aud practical}}' fiivo tho entire 
valley direct connection 
with ocean 


freights. With tho iuureaBe of popula- 
tion almost assured within the next ten 
years, euch a canal is one of tho great 
plans that may be developed within 
that time.
